A USTRIA TURMOIL. 


A SERIOUS REVOLT BY 
FASCISTS, 


Vienna, Sept, 13. 

A fav-renching revolt has 
broken out in the northern pro- 
vyinces of Austria, under the 
lendership of Doctor Pfelmer, who 
is head of the Austrian | Fascist 
movement. 

Tho seriousness of the revolt is 
not yet fully known, but the’ au- 
thorities ndmit that parts of the 
provinces in Northern Styria, 
Upper Austria and Salzburg are 
ablaze. 

Preimer called out his forces 
Inat night, and they seized many 
public buildings, driving out the 
local ‘authorities. The Fascists 
niso occupied the roads dnd 
blockaded many towns and vil- 
Inges, iasuing a proclamation in- 
forming the population that the 
Fnacists had nesumed power. 

Among the places taken over by 
the Fascists is Kirchdorf, in 
Upper Austria, where the public 
buildings were occupied, resistera 
being ojected. Forces of gen- 
darmerie and troops arrived at 
Kirchdorf from Linz, and it ig re- 
ported that after a brief conflict 
the Fascists were-overcome, two 
of their Ieaders being arrested.
